The general health of the people 
remained satisfactory during the 
year, says the report on the F.M.5.

The improvement was dccom- 
panied by a decrease in the major 
causes of sickness such as malaria,

number of admissions to Govern- 
ment hospitals has decreased dur- 
ing the past three-years ds follows:

, The decreased sickness rate and 
fewer admissions to hospitals may 
be attributed mainly to the large 
exodus of Chinese and Indian 
wbourers which ‘resulted from the
